John Diemas, Arcadia, 75 years old, was pro¬ 
nounced dead at 11:23 p.m. Monday, Dec. 3. by 
representatives from Los Angeles County Coroner^.' 
Office after he fell down a steep cliff near the Upper 
San Olene Canyon. 

Mr. Diemas, who fell between 2(X) and 250 
feet, sustained massive injuries to his head and 
arms. 

Ron Howko, representing the Sierra Madre 
Search and Rescue Team, who found the body, said 
that Mr. Diemas probably died instantly. 

The deceased, an experienced hiker, was hiking 
alone and had left his wife at 10 a.m. that morning. 
He always told her which trail he was planning to 
hike and always returned between 4 and 5 p.m 
When he had not returned by 7 p.m., she contacted 
the Sierra Madre Police. They called Sierra Madre 
Search and Rescue Team at 8:30 p.m. and nine 
members left at that time. 

They found Mr. Diemas’ hat off the side of the 
path, and it took the Search and Rescue Team 
members 1 hours to carry out the body. 

Those who were involved in the search were 
Jon Inskeep, Larry Twedell, Dick Sale, Arnold 
Gaffrey, Linley Crowell, Wayne Nakagawa, Rick 
Harkness, Mike Parker and Ron Howko. 

On Saturday evening, Dec. 1, team membcis 
responded for a search for three overdue hikers in 
the Chantry Flat .Mt. Wilson area. 

David Diaz, 30, Mike Neria, 12, and Greg 
Leonard, 11, were located at 8 p.m., walking down 
a trail toward the y hantry Flat parking area. 

For their one-day outing, the hikers were clad 
only in shorts and sport shirts and had become cold 
and disoriented after sunset.

Cilantro, be¬ 
gan barking wildly. .Ann, carrying the baby, went to 
investigate. She had gone only a short way when she 
lost her footing and, to avoid hurting her little 
girl, Ann twisted her left ankle to land in a sitting 
position. With the help of her husband and Irietids, 
■Ann hobbled back to her tent where a physical 
therapist friend wrapped her swollen ankle. 

Having spent a cold and restless night, Bart 


walked to Chantry Flat Ranger Station to call for 
assistance. 

Sierra .Madre SAR members A. Gaffrey, R. 
Harkness, R. Howko, L. Kroll and P. Lester hiked 
in to Hoegee’s campground with a wire rescue 
litter. Ann declined a ride in L..A. County Sheriff’s 
•Air 5 Rescue helicopter so team members secured 
her for the carry-out. Because of the rugged ter¬ 
rain of the three-mile hike out, the litter was 
cushioned with .Ann’s down sleeping bag, air mat¬ 
tress and two fiuffy pillows. 

On arrival at the rescue vehicle, Ann’s only 
complaint was that the fiuffy pillows kept riding 
up behind her neck. With baby Stevens in arms, 
Ann was transported back to Sierra Madre at 
1:3() p.m. on Sunday.

Pet Care 

The holiday season is a time of fun 
and festivities for people, but it poses 
some risks for pets, says Frank R. An¬ 
drews, director of the Los Angeles 
County Department of Animal Care 
and Control. 

Here are some things to watch out 

for: 

• Turkey and chicken bones. Turkey 
is a particular favorite during the holi¬ 
day season but, in both cases, the bones 
easily splinter and should not be given 
to pets. Bone splinters can puncture an 
animal’s gastro-intestinal tract, causing 
serious internal injury. 

• Chocolate and candy. The sugar in 
chocolate and candy is harmful to both 
dog and cat digestive systems and can 
poison your pet. Chocolate or candy is 
particularly bad if your dog or cat has 
diabetes. 

• Mistletoe contains chemicals that 
severely irritate pets’ intestines if your 
dog or cat chews on the plant. 

• Poinsettia plants have milky sap 
that irritates a pet’s skin and eyes and 
can be poisonous if swallowed. 

• The berries on holly bushes are in¬ 
toxicating and, when swallowed, cause 
animals to get drunk. 

• Alcoholic drinks can be lures for 
thirsty pets. Alcohol causes the same 
reaction in animals as it does in hu¬ 
mans, except pets, because they are 

» smaller, get drunker more easily than 
people. 

In addition to food, drink and 
plants, the holiday season poses other 
risks to pets and require some extra 
caution. 

• The wiring for inside or outside 
Christmas lighting can cause electrocu¬ 
tion or serious shock if your pet chews 
on it. 

• Popcorn strings can choke hungry 
pets who chew on them. 

• Christmas tree light bulbs or shiny 
I ornaments will shatter if chewed upon 

and the glass shards could cause serious 
internal injuries to your pet. 

• Christmas trees themselves are some¬ 
times irresistible climbing lures for cats. 
Be sure to keep your cat away from the 
tree. 

• Package twine, Christmas tree tin¬ 
sel and package fastening staples all 
can be harmful to your pet if swallowed.

• Miner Harkness, owner of the Sierra Madre 
real estate office named for him, has definitely 
become the “bionic man,” following last week’s 
surgery. 

By the time you read this, he should be 
home from Huntington Memorial Hospital 
where he underwent a left knee replacement 
last Wednesday. 

“I’m all done — no more surgeries,” 
he told us Tuesday. His many injuries are the 
result of being in a moped accident in Ber¬ 
muda a year ago. 

Actually, just before going into the hos¬ 
pital last week for his knee replacement, he 
fell while riding his mountain bike and landed 
on the left hip that had been replaced. This 
was a week ago Sunday, and he was airlifted 
to Huntington where it was determined that 
he had no breaks. 

Back to his “bionic man” status, when he 
was still in Bermuda, where he had the BIG 
accident, doctors there put his leg in traction 
before he was flown to Huntington Hospital 
in Pasadena where he has undergone the fol¬ 
lowing replacements: a rebuilt left hip, a rebuilt 
face following 50 fractures. This included four 
teeth which were screwed into his jaw. 

He also had a left hip replacement after the 
head of the femur died, a tear duct replaced 
because it was crushed in the accident, and now — 
well — now the left knee replaced. 

Are we ever lucky to have our friends 
with us after all that trauma. It’s lucky that 
his many years of exercise with the Search and 
Rescue Team had left him in excellent phy¬ 
sical condition. 

• Christmas is definitely here — our two 
trees on Sierra Madre Blvd. are neatly wrap¬ 
ped in aluminum foil and wide, red ribbon. 1 
never really think that Christmas is here until 
1 drive by that home and see these traditional 
wrappings complete.

• Y vonne and Paul Magaris had a neat trip 
which gave them a great idea for something 
that Sierra Madre might want to adopt: decor¬ 
ating the town for Halloween. 

“Back in the Eastern states, they decor¬ 
ate for Halloween the way we do here for 
Christmas. There are skeletons hanging from 
trees, ghosts with broomsticks, oodles of pump¬ 
kins, big pumpkin lawn bags filled with leaves. 

It was so charming and seemed just like some¬ 
thing Sierra Madre would adopt,” Yvonne told 


us. 

She added that it would take an organi¬ 
zation “with push who has a good leader 
to get it started.”

’Tis the season ... to buy a new engage¬ 
ment calendar.

Kahlil 
Gibran, that “man from Lebanon,” will be 
helping me keep order in 1991, will remind me 
of important appointments, engagements, enter¬ 
tainment. .And how apropos really, considering 
the Middle-East situation, how, perhaps, pro¬ 
phetic.
